to Louis­ 
ville. 
The four men who will go to the 
camp Wednesday 
morning are Eli 
Kinney and James 
J.

and Dora 
Stuttie, 
who 
registered 
from Indianapolis, but, who is now 
living here. 
Kinney 
will probably 
be appointed as commander of the 
outfit.

Under the instructions the men 
will assemble here again W ednesday 
morning at least twenty-five minutes

time.

Much waste of sugar and spoilagfe of 
jellies can be avoided by using a sim­ 
ple alcohol test recommended by ¡the 
bureau of chemistry, United States de­ 
partment of agriculture.

'No use to start anything for this 
town; it divides on all questions and 
the factions start fighting each other 
and as a consequence 
nothing 
is 


done." 


This state of affairs is common to 


many towns. Factions d» exist, 
and do fight each other-. 
But still 


there is a way around of this if the 
citizens of the town can be bronghl 
to see things in their true light, and 
will all agree to use a little of corn- 
man sense with which Providence 
has endowed them. 


We must recognize the fact that 


there are factions 
in 
all 
towns. 


Nevertheless, 
not all towns permit 


these factional fights to retard their 
prosperity. The reason for this is 
that the citizens of these towns 
have the sense fro realize that pros- 


priving the town of a tangible asset. ^ 


And therein lies the keynote to 


the success of many towns, regard- j 
ess of the fact that they are as( 
>adly divided into factions as oth- 
irs. They have the sense to see that 
when tneir town is deprived of a 
profitable industry which -it might 
have secured, NO ONE has an op- 
portunity to benefit from it.

an idea that the right to express 
one's thoughts, no matter how treas- 
onable thiose thoughts may be, is one 
of the inalienable rights of free men. 


A little sober reflection will show 


the fallacy of such reasoning. We 
have laws against murder, 
arson, 


rape, and many other crimes. Would 
any dare raise their voice against 
obedience to these laws? How long 
would such a

at 


large f 


But these, you may say, are vit- 


ally necessary. Granted, but we will 
go further. 


Taxes are levied, and all are re- 


quired to pay. Have you the right 
to counsel resistencc to the tax col- 
lector or throw obstacles in his vrayt 
You may not approve of the particu- 
lar law under which the taxes 
are 


levied and collected. 
You have a 


perfect right to seek to have that law 
repealed, but NO light to seeV to 
nullify it. It is the will of the maj- 
ority, and as such must stand until 
repealed by a majority . 


While the selective draft law was 


rtendins in congress every Ameri- 
can citizen had a right to raise his 
voice against it if he felt so inclined. 


But AFTER its passage NO per- 


son has the right to counsel or prac- 
tice insistence to it.

bottom of the barrel, place a. .layer 
of dill and a handful of mixed spice. 
Add another layer of dill and anoth- 
er handful of spice when the barrel 
s half full, and the amount of dill 
and spice can be reduced in propor- 
tion to the size of the receptacle. 
When the container has been filled 
within a few inches of the top, add 
a layer of covering material—beet, 
tops or grape leaves—atoout an inch 
thick. M any spoilage should occur 
on the surface, this layer will pro-- 
tect the vegetable beneath.

down with a clean board weighted 
with bridks' or stone. 
Do not use 


limestone of sandstone. 


Make brine by adding one pound 


of;Milt to ten quarts of water. .JCft 
each .ten quarts of brine so made, 
add two thirds of a quart of vinegar.

And Failure of Jellies 


Much waste of sugar and spoilage1 of 


jellies can be avoided by using a sun- 
pie alcohol test recommended by.jtbe 
bureau of chemistry, United, Stfltes'Me- 
partment of agriculture. To determine 
how much sugar should be used with 
each kind of juice put a spoonful of 
juice In a glass and add to it one spoon- 
ful of 95 per cent grain alcohol, mixed 
by shaking the glass gently. 
Pour 


slowly from the glass, noting how 'the 
pectin—the substance in fruits which 
mokes them Jell—is :precipitatedt /If 
the pectin, is precipitated as, one. luinE 
a cup of sugar may be used for each 
cup of juice. If in'several lumps, the 
proportion of sugar must be reduced 
to approximately three-fourths of the 
amount of the juice. If the pectin is 
not In lamps, but is merely, precipitat- 
ed, the sugar should be one-half or less 


I of the!amount of the Juice. If the 
(Juice shows no precipitation under this 
' test it is unsuitable for Jelly making 
and must be combined with apples or 
other Juices rich in.pectin.

The housewife "will do well before 


making the test to taste the Juice,'; as 
fruits not as acid as good tart apples 
probably will not make good Jelly,,.juri- 
less mixed with other fruits which'iare 
acid.
